Company had been twice engaged on that -account im wars 
with him : The Nabob, whenever he was called upon to give 
the {tipulated fupplies to the Company, always excufing him- 
felf, by pretending that he was unable, unlefs Hyder, whom 
he called his rebel fubje&t, were put into his hands, and the 
countries he had feized reftored : The Government of India, 
in confequence falling in with the views of the Nabob, had 
undertaken two wars againft Hyder, and plunged India into 
an abyfs of calamity ; and even when peace was made with 
that Prince, the Nabob was not included in it ; fo that he 
was left at liberty to go to war with Hyder whenever he 
pleafed ; and being the ally of the Company there n 
wanting’ a pretext for commencing hoftilities, without the 
appearance of the Company’s acting 2s principals in the war.
